Orchards Worth $1,000 Per Acre. 
A feature at a recent fruit show was 
an exhibit of Nova Scotia apples and 
a printed statement showing the prof 
its of fruit growing iii that province, 
especially in the Cornwallis and An­ 
napolis provinces. 
The average esti­ 
mate of cultivating, fertilizing, spray­ 
ing and pruning per a<-re was $25, and 
the cost of picking and packing the 
fruit is estimated at 50 cents per bar­ 
rel. 
The yield reported from eight to 
ten orchards shows an average for the 
past live years of from IOO to 105 bar­ 
rels of shipping apples per acre, sold 
at an average price varying from 
$1.90 to $2.50 per barrel during the 
Ave years. The gross returns per acre 
range from $190 to $.104 aud the net 
returns from $117 to $219. 
The aver­ 
age net returns for all the orchards 
for the five years wTere $174 per acre, 
a sum sufficient to pay 15.75 per cent 
on $1,000. 
Accordingly a valuation of 
$1,000 per acre for these orchards 
seems not excessive.

FIGHTING 
POTATO CANKER. 


C an ad a Sends W a r n in g Dreaded Curo- 
psan Scourge H a s Crossed Sea. 
The serious potato blight known as 
“black scab." “warty disease" and "po­ 
tato canker." which has ravaged the 
potato fields of Europe for thirteen 
years, has appeared on the American 
continent, in Newfoundland. 
Farmers 
im the United States are warned to 
look out for it and to make every ef­ 
fort to stamp it out at the first sign 
of its appearance. 
The extraordinary 
rapidity with which the potato canker 
has spread over nearly the whole of 
Europe and the virulence of the dis 
ease combine to make the Canadian 
department of agriculture fearful lest 
the infected seed, imported from across 
the sea to Newfoundland, should find 
its way southward and give the canker 
a foothold on lower Canadian and 
American soil. 
This disease, wherever it is permit­ 
ted to establish itself, makes the suc­ 
cessful cultivation of potatoes extreme­ 
ly difficult. 
There is said to be no 
hope of saving a crop that is once at­ 
tacked. 
Moreover, when a crop is de­ 
stroyed bv this blight the ground re-

mains infected, so that for at least 
six years it is impossible to grow a 
crop of potatoes. 
Where the disease is prevalent prac­ 
tically no healthy tubers will develop. 
The tubers, when lifted, show signs of 
various degrees of injury. 
Some ap­ 
pear on casual examination to be 
sound. 
But the “eyes” of the tubers 
should be carefully examined. Those 
are the places where the disease is 
first noticeable. 
The eyes of affected 
tubers show an abnormal development 
of the dormant shoot. 
A careful un­ 
trained observer can easily recognize 
the presence of the disease in this 
stage. 
At the same time it is in this 
condition that the disease is most like­ 
ly to escape detection and to be spread 
by means of infected tubers used for 
seed. 
In the earlier stages of the dis­ 
ease the eyes will be found to be 
slightly protruding in the form of a 
single or compound group cf small 
nodules varying from the size of a 
pin’s head to that of a pea. 
When a grower finds his crop at­ 
tacked lie may hesitate to destroy po­ 
tatoes which appear sound or but lit­ 
tle affected, although total destruction 
would be the best means of preventing 
the spread of the disease, yet those 
tubers may be collected, boiled and 
be fed to pigs. 
Under no circum­ 
stances should unboiled or decayed 
potatoes be given as food, not only 
because the feeding value is sure to 
be reduced, but mainly because the 
spores are still capable of germinating 
after passing through the body of an 
animal. 
In removing the potatoes 
from the field the greatest precaution

be destroyed by nre, oat me moers. 
being too wet to burn, may be dealt 
with as follows: The hole that has 
been dug must be big enough to hold 
all the tubers collected. It should then 
be covered with a layer six inches 
deep of unslaked lime, then a portion 
of the tubers may be thrown in ai 
covered by another layer of unslake 
lime, and so on till the hole is fille* 
The last layer should be formed, 
course, by the lime. 
In this manner 
the tabers are put out of barm’s way. 
Under no circumstances should seed 
potatoes from a diseased crop be used. 


WHEN PLANTS ARE FROZEN. 


H in ts 
on 
Restoring W in d o w 
Garden 
Flowers to Health. 
During the winter the amateur in 
gardening has much to contend with, 
and not the least of the evils is frost, 
especially wh9re an endeavor is made 
to keep more or less tender plants 
through the cold, dull months in a 
poorly heated greenhouse or frame. 
Fortunately science has come to our 
aid and taught us a few things con­ 
cerning the effects of frost on tender 
plants, and with these principles fully 
grasped we are in a position to combat 
frost. 
Plants which are kept as dry 
as possible during a spell cf frosty 
weather without being allowed to suf­ 
fer from this cause will withstand suc­ 
cessfully far more frost than the same 
kind of plants whose tissues are gorged 
with liquid, and science has also taught 
us that the greatest mischief is caused 
by rapid thawing. 
To grasp the above facts it may be 
as well before proceeding further to 
just consider briefly what really hap­ 
pens when a plant gets frozen. 
It is 
now generally known that a plant, like 
the htlman body, is made up of tiny 
cells, each of which, of course, has its 
own walls. Under ordinary conditions 
and when a plant has abundance of 
moisture at its disposal these cells are 
turgid Arith liquid. 
Now, when liquid 
becomes frozen it is one of the laws 
of nature that expansion takes place, 
and in the case of that in the plant 
cells no exception to this law is made. 
This expansion, then, results in a rup­ 
ture cf the plant cell walls, which un­ 
der ordinary conditions of thawing 
causes the? plant to collapse. 
It has been proved that when a plant 
is thawed very slowly the plant cells 
are able to absorb the moisture which 
has been forced by expansion through 
the cell wails, and the rupture is to a 
great extent made good. 
Assuming that the plants have not 
been watered more often than is abso­ 
lutely necessary and that one morning 
we visit the greenhouse or frames to 
find that frost has reached them, we 
know that if they are to be saved 
thawing must be done very slowly. 
First of all, we must take care that 
the heating apparatus, if any is used, 
does not get into working order again, 
and if there is any likelihood of a 
burst of sunshine shade the structure 
with thick mats or anything else that 
can be quickly secured. Then procure 
an abundant supply of ice cold water 
and syringe or otherwise drench the 
plants with this until frost is grad­ 
ually removed from tho tissues. 
This 
will probably mean very cold hands 
and chattering teeth, but it is either 
tins or losing the plants. 
For several 
days subsequently tin* plants should 
be kept as cool as possible without 
allowing frost to reach them again. 


PATENTS NEW HAY PRESS. 


M a k e s T w o Bales at T im e and A v e r ­ 
ages S ix Hundred Bales a Day. 
Tkeodulc 
Guidry, 
a 
resident 
of 
Church Point, La., who for many years 
has been interested in farming and 
improving tho devices used by farm­ 
ers, has received a patent on a new 
double baler hay press. 
This press is 
unique in its construction, having done 
away with the large springs ordinarily 
in use on such balers and decreased 
the draft to a minimum. Experiments 
with models have demonstrated a ca­ 
pacity of fifty or sixty bales an hour. 
It is constructed with a baling cham­ 
ber on both ends of the press and com­ 
presses the hay by a plunger working 
on a crank shaft past th^feed box on 
each cud. The crank shaft is connect­ 
ed to a beam to which one horse is 
hitched for power, and at each round 
of tile horse a stroke is made on two 
different bales, one on each end. It is 
possible with this model to get a bale 
of any desired weight, the same being 
controlled by two springs attached to 
a movable side of the baler which reg­ 
ulates the compression of bales. 
Mr. Guidry says he thinks the baler 
will beat anything on the market for 
speed and simplicity, and he is now 
negotiating with manufacturing com­ 
panies for its construction and sale.
